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Frances Parsons’ 
solo trip to China: 
Goodwill odyssey 


Guangzhou, Guilin, Suzhou, and 
many other faraway places reached by 
boat, train, plane and assorted local 
conveyances.... 

These are part of a six-week tour of 
the People’s Republic of China planned 
by associate professor Frances Parsons 
of the Art Department. 

Parsons’ visit to China will be a first 
for her, but it’s only one of many trips 
that have earned her recognition as 
one of Gallaudet’s foremost interna- 
tional goodwill ambassadors. 

Traveling alone, equipped with one 
small suitcase, a shoulder bag, a letter 
from Gallaudet President Jerry C. Lee 
and her own chopsticks, Parsons will 
visit schools for deaf students and or- 
ganizations of deaf people in 12 cities, 
including the capital city of Beijing 
(Peking). 

“I travel simply, since I prefer to be 
among the people of the countries | 
visit, rather than in tours with other 
Americans,” said Parsons. “I am very 
confident that my trip to China will be 
a pleasant one because the Chinese are 
known for their friendliness.” 

During her tour, Parsons will present 
talks on different methods of commu- 
nication that are possible for deaf peo- 
ple. “I have heard that China has the 
best communication methods for deaf 
people of all the countries in the 
world,” said Parsons. “I will be gather- 
ing information about this and, of 
course, sharing information about Gal- 
laudet.” 

Parsons said she also plans to en- 
courage cultural and educational ex- 
changes between Gallaudet and various 
people involved in deaf education in 
China, including officials in the Depart- 
ment of Special Education. 

The tour will be funded in part by 
the Laurent Clerc Cultural Fund, but 
Parsons will pay her own travel ex- 
penses. “I will have to be careful with 
my budget,” said Parsons. “This will 
not permit the best accommodations.” 
Parsons explained that hotels in China 
have dormitories that cost $3 or $4 a 
day. Because dormitory facilities can’t 
be reserved, Parsons wrote to each 
hotel where she plans to stay and also 
to travel agencies in each city. “I 
wouldn’t want to be without a place to 
stay, especially in the southern part of 
the country where the temperature 
often ranges between 99 and 105 
degrees with 100 percent humidity,” 
she said. 

After her arrival in China, most of 
the tour will be by train and boat. “I 
have no reason to be afraid to travel 
alone, because I’ve done my home-

It was a true photo opportunity, and 
it happened right on Kendall Green. 

Seny Norasingh, a photographer for 
National Geographic, was here on Fri- 
day, May 2 to take part in a unique 
project called “A Day in the Life of 
America.” He was one of 200 photo- 
journalists from 27 countries who were 
given 24 hours to document the lives 
of ordinary people all across the United 
States, and Gallaudet was part of his 
assignment. 

As he snapped shots of the 
Gallaudet Dance Company in rehear- 
sal, preschoolers on the KDES 
playground, elementary school students 
at lunch and a computer class at 
MSSD, Norasingh was trailed by TV 
camera crews and media people who 
were documenting him. 

A crew from WQED-TV in Pitts- 
burgh, making a PBS documentary on 
the project, was in the dance studio 
before Norasingh showed up, setting 
up shots and taping the dancers whom 
Norasingh would later be recording 
with his Nikon cameras. After Nora- 
singh arrived and started his work, a 
Channel 7 video camera person moved 
in as well. Recording the TV crews 
recording Norasingh was campus 
photographer Chun Louie. 

Norasingh had visited the campus 
the day before to decide where to 
shoot once “Day in the Life” began. 
He—like the other 200 photograph- 
ers—also had a Kodak Instamatic as 
part of the national event. 

Walking around KDES on Thursday 
with Pattie Cinelli, media relations 
coordinator for Public Relations, Nora- 
singh spotted 10-year-old Maureen 
Yates and gave her the camera

because, he said, he could “see 
creativity in her eyes.’”’ Her assignment: 
to shoot two disks of film during the 
same 24-hour period and send it to 
Denver, the central point for the project. 


On Friday, Norasingh tracked 
Maureen as she took pictures during 
lunch at KDES and later as she par- 
ticipated in a computer class at MSSD 
with Brent Elementary School students.

New staff, faculty face paycheck cuts 


Gallaudet staff and faculty hired on 
or since the first day of January 1984 
face the likelihood of having an extra 
5.7 percent withheld from their 
paychecks for work done since May 1. 


The new deduction will be reflected 
in paychecks beginning May 20 unless 
Congress and the Reagan Administra- 
tion agree soon on a pension package 
for persons who entered the federal 
employee system during or since 1984. 


Through April 30 such employees 
contributed 1.3 percent of their gross 
salaries to the Civil Service Retirement 
Program and 7.15 percent to the 
Social Security System—a total deduc- 
tion of 8.45 percent. That interim 
retirement program expired on April 


30. 


That same day, the Reagan Ad- 
ministration rejected a long-debated 
compromise measure which offered 
such employees Social Security 
benefits, a modified Civil Service pen- 
sion and a voluntary tax-deferred in- 
vestment plan. Administration officials 
argued that the package would cost 
too much. 


Until a new package is designed and 
approved, all such employees will have 
14.15 percent deducted from their 
salaries: 7.0 percent for Civil Service in 
addition to the 7.15 percent for Social 
Security. 

The College is also a loser: It is 
obligated to match individual worker's 
payments to both retirement systems. 


Affected Gallaudet employees— 
about 250 in all—were notified of the 
increased deductions by notes inserted 
in their May 6 paychecks. These in- 
dividuals will also be contacted prompt- 
ly by the Personnel Office regarding 
resolution of the continuing debate on 
the Hill. 


Because the increased deductions 
also affect all Reagan Administration 
appointees and about half of the 
members of Congress, there would ap- 
pear to be some motivation for quick 
political resolution of an issue that has 
already been batted about for more 
than two years.

New policy set up 


for photo requests 


The Office of Publication and Pro- 
duction is initiating new procedures 
geared to providing better photo ser- 
vices to the campus. 

Requests should now be filed in 
writing (rather than over the phone as 
in the past) and should be accom- 
panied by an interdepartmental invoice 
to cover charges for the services re- 
quested. There are now, basically, five 
possibilities related to photo service 
requests: 


1. Are you requesting photo 
coverage of a campus event or pro- 
gram? You should make that request 
through On the Green by calling Jim 
Stentzel or Nancy Moore, x5100. If a 
photo suggestion is considered 
newsworthy, they will file the request 
for coverage. 


2. Are you requesting photos to 
send to an off-campus organiza- 
tion or publication? You should 
make that request through the Office of 
Public Relations, x5108. 


3. Are you requesting photos for 
a planned publication? You should 
call the Publications and Production Of- 
fice, x5858, and schedule a meeting to 
discuss the overall production of that 
publication, including the photos 
needed. 


4. Do you simply want prints of 
photos already taken? You should 
complete a photo request form 
(available from the Publications and 
Production office, G-41 at MSSD) and 
submit it with an interdepartmental 
invoice. 


5. Do you need photos taken for 
some other purpose? Then call Lolly 
Gilbert, director of Publications and 
Production, x5858, and explain your 
photo request so that she and her staff 
can assess that request and either 
assign it to a photographer or find 
alternative ways to meet your needs. 

According to Gilbert, “We hope 
these new procedures will not only pro- 
vide overall better service to the cam- 
pus community but also serve to keep 
On the Green and the Office of Public 
Relations informed of events and ac- 
tivities of interest to them.”

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Holcomb resigns 
as regional center 


director at Ohlone 
Mabs Holcomb, a 1947 Gallaudet 


graduate, has announced her resigna- 
tion as director of the Gallaudet Col- 
lege Regional Center at Ohlone Col- 
lege, Fremont, Calif., a position she 
has held since that center opened in 
October 1983. 

Holcomb’s health necessitated an ex- 
tended leave of absence from Ohlone. 
She is continuing to recover from 
surgery and is hoping to return to 
Ohlone in another capacity in the 
future. 

After graduation from Gallaudet in 
1947, Holcomb began a long teaching 
career at state residential schools for 
the deaf in South Dakota, Tennessee, 
Indiana and Delaware, and at public 
schools in California. She also earned a 
master’s degree in special education 
and a second master’s degree in ad- 
ministration and special education in 
1968 from California State University 
at Northridge. 

Holcomb was an instructor in 
Ohlone’s deaf education department 
and the director of the Ohlone-based 
federally funded interpreter training 
center for the western states, prior to 
becoming director of the Gallaudet 
regional center. 

“Holcomb has brought to the center 
a wealth of information, skills and 
ideas,’ said Dr. Roslyn Rosen, dean of 
the College for Continuing Education 
and Gallaudet administrator for the five 
Gallaudet Regional Centers. “She will 
be sorely missed.” 

The Ohlone center served 1,955 
people in its first year and 3,231 in the 
second year. Under Holcomb’s direc- 
torship the center developed numerous 
programs and ties with other colleges 
and organizations. Seminar and 
workshop topics have included aging 
and deafness, deaf women’s issues,

work,” Parsons smiled, referring to her 
well-used handbook on low-budget 
travel in China. 

In addition to the Laurent Clerc Cul- 
tural Fund committee, Parsons ex- 
pressed gratitude to Zhuli Wang, a doc- 
toral candidate now studying at Gallau- 
det. Wang was instrumental in making 
several contacts with Chinese govern- 
ment officials and arranging Parsons’ 
visits and lectures. The International 
Center on Deafness (ICD) was another 
valuable source of help, she said. “ICD 
provided slides of Gallaudet to be 
shown in China, and it interpreted 
phone calls to the Chinese embassy 
and to officials in Beijing,” Parsons said.

‘Pace-setter’ motel offers new services 


The Howard Johnson’s Motor Lodge 
in Cheverly, Md. has become the 
motel chain’s pace-setter in providing 
services to hearing impaired patrons. 

Those services include five closed 
captioned TV channels in all 164 
rooms; 10 complimentary portable 
TDDs for use in guest rooms; 20 por- 
table visual alert systems to notify 
guests of a ringing phone, a knock on 
the door, or the triggering of the 
smoke detector; and an audio loop 
system in the hotel’s meeting room. 
The hotel also has a TDD reservation 
line. 

According to the lodge’s sales direc- 
tor, Pat Jackson, the lodge is the first 
in the country to offer such com- 
prehensive services for hearing im- 
paired travelers. “Maybe others will 


start implementing these services too,” 
said Jackson. “The hotel/motel in- 
dustry is like any other industry—if 
someone comes up with an idea and 
others see that it can work, they'll do it 
f00,— 


Jackson conducted surveys at 
Gallaudet and at area deaf organiza- 
tions to determine what services are 
most needed by deaf patrons of hotels, 
and then he did research on the 
technology available.
